The late Patrick Slater played in 
the streets of Toronto when it was a 
booming frontier town, seventy years 
ago. Remembering that 1934 is the 
year of Toronto's Centenary, it is in- 
teresting to compare the Toronto of 
today with that of Mr. Slater's child- 
hood. The Toronto we know is a city 
of vast proportions, of immense build- 
ings, of skyscrapers. 

Patrick Slater takes us back to the 
days of public hangings, of the plague, 
and the plague cart, that took from 
him the dead body of his mother, 

He tells of his upbringing by Wil- 
liam and Nancy Marshall, of “Hickory 
Stick” Mick, the country schoolmaster, 
and of that vivacious little miss, Betty 
Marshall, and of his own hopeless love 
story. 

The characters live, and all through 
the book there is that subtle blending 
of humor and pathos that is the herit- 
age of the Irish.
